COOLIDGE INDORSES 
EXPLORATI id PLAN 


Uncharted Area of More 
Than 1,000,000 Square 
Miles Will Be Mapped 
on Polat Expedition. 


Washington, April 5.—The vast 
unknown regions of the Arctic will 
be explored this summer with naval 
nircraft by navy pilots, but not as a 
government project. 

The attempt at observing the un- 
charted area of more than 1,000,000 
square miles lying between Alaska 
and the North Tole, where a conti- 
nent may exist, will be made in con- 
nection with an expedition headed by 
Donald B. MacMillan, the explorer, 
who will return for the ninth time 
to his favorite haunts of ice and 
snow on a ship leaving Wiscasset. 
Maine, about June 15. 

The plan has been 
Secretary Wilbur+eand indorsed by 
President Coolidge. The expedition 
will also have the backing of the Na- 
tional Geographic society, which has 

to contribute toward finan- 
if.

The naval officers who will accom- 


pany Mr. MacMillan will be granted 
extended Jeave, as has been the case 
in previous polar expeditions, and the 
entire party will have a private stat- 
us, notwithstandivg that Mr. Mac- 
Millan is a lieutenant commander in 
the naval reserve force. 

In this respect. the expedition will 
differ from that projected for the 
dirigible Shenandoah last year, but 
phandoned. Under that plan. the 
Shenandoah was to leave ffom Alas- 
ka and proceed over the same un- 
known region and possibly to the 
Pole. 

This flight was abandoned’ whien 
President Coolidge took the position 
that, in view of the expense involved, 
he would not authorize it without ap- 
proval of congress, ahd the latter fail- 
ed to take any action in the matter. 

Use Two Amphibian Planes. 

For the MacMillan expedition, two 
planes of the amphibian type will be 
supplied and the personnel for them 
will be selected from volunteers in the 
navy aviation service. Although de- 
tails have not been completed, at least 
three officers and two or three me- 
chanies will be accepted for the trip, 
one of whom will be Lieutenant Com- 
mander R. EF. Byrd, now with the 
ravy bureau ot aeronautics here, who 
will be in charge.

have offered themselves as pilots or 
aviation mechanics for the attempt. 

The planes, which the navy prob- 
ably will ask the army air service to 
provide, because naval machines of 
the type now under construction will 
not be completed in time, are of the 
Loening type and will have a cruis- 


ing range of more than 1,000 miles, | 
with a speed of more than 120 miles | 


an hour. Mr. MacMillan believes 
more can be accomplished with them 
in Arctic exploration than has been 
done in the last century. 

Pass Along Labrador Coast. 

The expedition wiil pass along the 
Labrador coast and Greenland through 
Davis Strait in an effort to establish 
a flying base at the northern point 
of Axel Heiburg land, where the 
planes can take off in their attempt 
to explore the vast region which has 
baffled the efforts of Peary, MaecMil- 
lan and others to penetrate. and de- 
termine whether a continent or land 
in any form exists there. 

If land is found, it is believed it 
ean be ultimately utilized for air- 
craft bases in flight routes from Eu- 
rope to Asia, providing in effect what 
was sought unsuccessfully for cen- 
turies in the quest for a northwest 
passage. 

The expedition, however, will not be 
limited to this one object, as other 
scientific work will be undertaken in 
pursuing lines previously laid down 
by MacMillan and others in their 
polar experiences of manr years, ind 
extensive mapping and « Picea papa 
work will be carried out.

THOUSANDS CROWD 
‘HOME BEAUTIFUL

1924 Records Broken. 
Merchants Pleased. 
Avondale Houses Stay 
Open Week Longer. 


The “Home Beautiful” exhibit, con- 
ducted by The Constitution and co- 
operating merchants, came to a close 
Sunday night after a most successful 
week during which the seven houses 
were crowded every hour of the eight 
days during which they were opened 
to the public. 

While the attendance Sunday was 
not as large as that of the first Sun- 
day, due to the gloomy, threatening 
weather that marred the day, the 
crowds were far greater than during 
any of the week days, and it is es- 
timated appreached the 40,000 mark.

All the houses drew 
enormous crowds every day of the 
week, thousands of prospective pur- 
chasers warmly praising arrange- 
ments of homes, beautiful furniture, 
costly draperies and rugs, and all the 
other accessories. Residences ranged 
all the way in price from $28,500 for 
the Druid Hills house to $7,000 for 
the one on Melrese drive. As a re- 
sult a namber of the homes used in 
the exhibit have been sold and the 
merchants participating have report- 
ed a great stimulus in trade as a re- 
sult of the show.

HERRIOT MAKES 


TEARFUL APPEAL 
FOR NATION'S AUD 


Eloquent Defense of His 
Proposed Financial Pol- 
icy Joined With Bitter 
Condemnation of Foes.

Paris, April 5.—While Premier 
Herriot addressed an almost tearful 
appeal to Frenchmen to support his 
financial policy, so that the currency 
might be relieved and French debts 
paid, former President Millerand, one 
of Herriot’s bitterst foes, was walk- 
ing away with the senatorial election 
in the department of the Seine. 

Millerand’s victory over the gov- 
ernment candidate for the seat. va- 
cated by the death of Senator Magny, 
is interpreted as indicating that the 
tide of poliical favor may have turned 
against the man who proposes to im- 
pose a capital levy on Frenchmen to 
save the country from virtual ban':- 
ruptcy. Millerand’s advent to the 
senate will add one more irreconcil- 
able fighter to the opponents of the 
government. 

Speaks at Fontainebleau. 

Herriot spoke eloquently at Fon- 
tainebleu in defense of his policies 
and in condemnation of Poincare, 
Millerand and the others - who, he 
said, had so mishandled French fi- 
measures now 
were essential to prevent disaster.

Methodists Score Vic- 
tory in Every Church 
Which Has Reported. 


VOTE AT VALDOSTA 
IS DIVIDED, 10 TO 4 


Macon Methodists Vote 
Solidly Against Unifica- 
tion of Two Church 
Bodies Sunday. 


Ga., April 5.—Opponents 


of unification won in every Methodist 
church of the South Georgia confer- 
ence from which a report had been 


received up to late tonight, accord- 
ing to the Macon Telegraph. 
Delegates were chosen today to dis- 
trict conferences and in every report 
except one delegates were selected to 
oppose the present plan of merging 
the northern and southern bodies of 
the Methodist church. Wrightsville, 


Ga., sent an uninstructed delegation. 

Mulberry Methodist church in this 
city, the biggest ehurch in the South 
Georgia conference, selected 22 dele- 
gates who are opposed to unification. 
The highest vote against unification 
in this church was 493, while the high- 
est for unification was 122. 

Friends of unification tonight ad- 
initted their defeat in the South Geor- 
gin conference, although opponents of 
unification stated that delegates elect- 
ed today would in turn elect only 80 
lay delegates to the South Gecrgia 
conference, while there will be more 
than 250 preachers to have a vote in 
the conference. Many of the preach- 
ers have been openly campaigning for 
the adoption of the present unifica- 
tion plan. 

First Street Methodist church and 
the Vineville Methodist church, of this 
city, the former with nine delegates 
and the latter with 11 delegates to 
the district conference, elected solid 
enfi-unificationists, although in nei- 
ther instance did the congregation vote 
for or against the present plan. They 
voted for delegates known to have 
opposed unification.

Miss Ella Belle Pritchett, 21, of 
717 Ponce de Leon avenue, narrowly 
escaped death Sunday morning when 
the horse she was riding was struck 
and killed by an _ outbound 
Ponce de Leon street car, - near 
Springdale road.

President Is Signed by 
Long List of Distin- 
guished Citizens. 


Washington, April 5.—The outlaw- 
ry of war, as well as a further re- 
duction of armaments, would form a 
chief subject for any new arms con- 
ference called by President Coolidge 
under a proposal, outlined in a me- 
morial to the chief executive, and 
signed by churchmen, educators, state 
governors and many others of equal 
prominence. 

The memorial, which is to be pre- 
sented to Mr. Coolidge tomorrow, say~s 
that with the failure of the effort 
of the league of nations in this direc- 
tion, the cause of the outlawry of-ag- 
gressive war would seem to be lost 
unless the proposed conference here 
results in the uniting of the nations 
in a practical plan. 

Geneva Protocol Cited. 

“The fact that, within the past few 
months, the representatives of 48 gov- 
ernments, including the premiers of 
Great Britain, France and four other 
nations,” the memorial says, “adopted 
by unanimous and enthusiastic vote 
a detailed plan for the outlawpry of 
aggressive war in the form of a draft 
treaty for submission to their gov- 
ernments, shows that the time fs ripe 
for it. ' 

“The statement of the British fog- 
eign secretary, Austen Chamberlain, 
makes it plain that Great Britain’s 
rejection of that plan is mainly be- 
cause she will not accept the obliga- 
tion to support economic ‘sanctions 
against the possible opposition of the 
United States, and also because the 
United States is not expected to join

Even sight 
of land masses rising above the hori- 
zon were seen and reported by Pears, 
and which MacMillan later investi- 
gated, but ‘was unable to confirm.

Will Explore Norse Ruins.

“The expedition will push north- 
ward through Baffin sea and across 
the dread Mellville bay (where the 
worst ice conditions of the yoyage are 
anticipated) to Etah. If ice conii- 
tions permit, MacMillan will proceed 
through Smith Sound to Kennedy 
channel and from this vicinity will 
base further operations. 

Launch Air Assault. 

“In this loeality, the air assault on 
the impregnable Arctic wastes will be 
launched. The airplanes under the 
direction of Lieutenant Commander 
Byrd. will attempt to establish an 
advance base at the northern point 
of Axel Heiburg Land. They will 
make a series of portage flights from 
the ship to the advance base, carry- 
ing quantities of fuel, food and other 
supplies.

“Complete air equipment will be 
carried tor scientific observations and 
records. Temperatures of the upper 
strata of the Arctic will be recorded 
und may furnish new information of 
meteorological phenomena of the Far 
North. It is altogether probable that 
the planes will find warmer tempera- 
tures at Increased altitudes because of 
the ~4 hours sunlight whieh charac- 
terize the Aretie day in summer. 
Travel through even the known ljocali- 
ties of this region has hitherto been 
on. the surface, and it is believed the 
lower temperatures encountered are 
due to the refrigeration on the hold- 
over ice from the frozen winter 
months. 

“Complete photographic equipment 
will be included in the expedition in- 
cluding motion picture cameras, stil] 
picture cameras and mapping cameras. 
The mapping cameras, which wil! be 
installed in the planes, will -be calp- 
able of continuous running for two 
hours, They will make an accurate 
map of the territory over which they 
fly such as would probably never be 
inade in the next century by other 
means. Haffin Land in the vieini:y 
of them magnetic North Pole will be 
mapped by this method as will also 
Ellesmere Land. Those regions have 
been the subject of laborious investi- 
xations by MacMillan for years with 
particular reference to magnetic phe- 
nomena, 

Radio of Special Interest. : 

“The radio equipment of the expe- 
dition will be of especial interest, In 
the words of E. F. MeDonald, Chi- 
cago, who is giving particular atten- 
tion to these details, ‘we will write 
radio history in the north this sum- 
mer.’ Mr. McDonald is president of 
the Raidio Broadcasters’ league and 
is assembling the finest radio equip- 
ment procurable for the expedition. 
Nets for transmitting on 20. 40, 80 and 
180 meters will be carried. With 
the 20-meter- set, Mr. McDonald ex- 
pects to communicate with the outside 
world not only in code but by voice. 
‘It is altogether probable that people 
on the equator will hear the folk 
songs by the Eskimos in the Arctie 
this summer,’ said Mr. ‘McDonald. 

“Between the latitudes of 55 and 
75 degrees, there exists what has hith- 
erto been an impenetrable band for 
radio communication. These latitudes 
also define the auroral band, though 
it is not known whether anv signific- 
ance may be attached to this fact in 
connection with radio communication. 
The difficulties of daylight trans- 
mission and reception compared with 
night broadcasting are well known 
to the radio fan. It may be recalled 
that there is no night during the sum- 
mer months in the Arctic, and this 
fact will be an additional handicap 
which will serve as a challenge to the 
expedition. 

“The radio operator for the expedi- 
tion has not as yet been selected. but | 
a call for volunteers. which will be 
issued in the near future, is expected 
to turn up a host of radio enthusiasts 
as candidates for the post.”

A few years later the Constitution 
bombarded the forts at Tripoli, and 
actually dictated peace without trib- 
ute to four of the Barbary corsair 
States, which gave our commerce 
marked protection. 

In the war of 1812 the Constitu- 
tion won a succession of victories

You 
ean’t walk far -before vou are all in. 
I know there is a great difference in 
working on a cement floor and a 
wooden floor. The man who works 
on a cement floor is tired out when | 
evening comes. The man who works 
on a wooden floor is not. Why not 
make the sidewalks out of old rub- 
ber? The wastage of that commodity 
in the form of discarded automobile 
tires might be put to good use, Now- 
adays the junkmen won’t even buy 
the old tire castings. Rubber tires are 
put on automobiles to save the bear- 
ings. Why not put pneumatic soles on 
our shoes to save our nerves. I feel 
satisfied that: hard cement sidewalks 
are the cause of many nervous trou- 
més, id. 8. A.) 

It is a common belief among work- 
ers that a wooden floor less fa- 
tiguing to stand on than a eement or 
concrete or tile or stone or asphalt 
floor or surface. Put there is no good 
reason to suppose that it is more 
tiring to walk on cement sidewalks 
than it is to walk. on wooden side- 
walks or gravel or turf. The neves- 
sity of picking one’s way and avoiding 
collisions with other persons on the 
street, and dodging traffic at cross- 
ings, makes a walk in the city more 
fatiguing than a walk in the open 
country or away from the crowded 
section. 

There are practically pneumatic 
soles in use now. A material called 
crepe rubber, of porous, spongy tex- 
ture, gives such a etshioning effect, 
but this has not made much headway 
with walkers who have tried it. 

Rubber heels have long been worn 
by people who seek to protect the 
brain, spinal cord, nerves or some- 
thing from the jars and shocks as- 
sumed to happen when the hard-shod 
[ like rubber 
heels because they wear better than 
leather heels, but all this talk about 
protectine the nervous system from 
such alleged shocks is apple sauce, I 
think. Another desirable feature of 
rubber heels is that they help to 
diminish the noise nuisance, especially 
in large business places, where many 
persons walk about on wooden floors. 
You may enter that as insulation of 
the nervous system of the listener if 
you like. 

A rubber sidewalk wonld be a sensi- 
ble investment. no doubt, if the old 
rubber of inner tubes were not so 
eagerly snatched up by makers of rub- 
ber reducers.

And 
many newspapers nave been quick to 
see that this action of the state de- 
partment was an abridgement of their 
rights. Such a conservative paper as 
the New York Times has taken quite 
as strong a-position on the issue as 
have liberal and even radical papers. 

Now Count Karolyi is going to 
Canada, and there, where the great 
principle of the freedom of the press 
still seems to be fully respected, he 
will prepare his story--so It 1s an- 
nounced—and send it back to the 
American newspapers for publication. 


This will clearly define the vital 
Anrerican issue in this interesting 


dase. When the count’s story on the 
fight for freedom in Hungary is pub- 
lished in the newspapers of the United 
States will the state department en- 
deavor to prevent it’ Most assurediy, 
an unprecedented thing seems to have 
happened—a liberal patriot, who has 
borne aloft the torch of Kossuth and 
the men of ‘48 in Hungary, is pre- 
vented from telling his story while in 
the United States; he takes a night 
train and places himself under the 
protection of the British flag; from 
there he prepares and sends his ar- 
ticles back to the American news pa- 
pers; many of them publish the ar- 
ticle—then what will happen? 

This issue was thrown into high re- 
lief just as Count Karolyi was on the 
point of leaving the United States. 
He and Countess Karolyi went to 
spend the week-end with Governor and 
Mrs. Gifford Pinchot in Harrisburg. 
While they were the guests of the 
governor of the state founded by Wil- 
liam Penn and in which the Declara- 
tien of Independence was framed, a 
Croatian editor in l’ittsburg. holding a 
passport that had been extended two 
or three times by the state department, 
stated in an interview that he had 
been carrying on political propaganda 
ever since he came to this country 
nearly three years ago. In brief, a 
foreigner who was editing a newspaper 
in the Pennsvivania city of Pitts- 
burg could write and speak without 
let or hindrance, while the foreigner 
who was the guest of the governor 
of Pennsylvania had a padlock on his 
lips.

What the American people will 
want to know will be whether the

Whereupon Captain Howell  latd 
the testimony in the case, as I had 
transcribed it frem - my shorthand 
notes, before the grand jury then in 
session. "That body promptly return- 
ed a true bill against the lately-ac- 
quitted man for carrying a concealed 
weapon. He was promptly arrested 
and breught before the court, where 
he readily entered a plea of guilty, 
and Judge Hopkins imposed upon him 
not only a heavy fine, but also an 
extremely caustic lecture for going 
about upon the public highway se- 
cretly armed in a manner contrary to 
law. 

Perhaps this incident 
called by some of the elder citizens 
of Clayton county, because the re- 
sult of the action of the court was 
a very noticeable disarmament of the 
population of that county during the 
further continuance upon the bench 
of Judge Hopkins and of Captain 
Howell as prosecutor for the state. 

This incident may also raise the 
question of why so many men, 
brought before the courts upon 
charges of “shooting at one another,” 
“assault with a deadly weapon,’ etc., 
are permitted, upon acquittal or upon 
conviction, to go unprosecutéed upon 
the further charge of carrying a 
concealed weapon contrary to law? 

Would it not go a long way to- 
wards a solution or a repression of 
the pistol-toting habit in Georgia if 
it were generally known that when- 
ever a man is discovered to have 
been carrying concealed weapons, he 
will be prosecuted for that, and upon 
conviction will be given a heavy ex- 
emplary punishment?

DEMOCRATIC PARTY 
10 SUPPORT MARK 


Berlin, April 5.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—With approval voted at to- 
day’s session of the national commit- 
tee of the German democratje party, 
Dr. Wilhelm Marx is formally ratificd 
as the official candidate of the so- 
called Weimar coatition, comprising 
socialist, centrist and democratic par- 
ties. 

The caucus of the democratic party 
today was largely attended by out-of- 
town delegates. Although a_ strong 
minority was opposed to formal action 
by the party, it was finally resolved 
that in view of the equivocating «nd 
anti-republican attitude of the nation- 
al-conservative-bourgeois bloc, no 
choice was left for the democrats put 
to join the center and socialist parties 
in a determined effort to carry the 
election on April 26 for Dr. Marx and 
the Weimar constitution, 

Die Is Cast. 

With the former chancellor thus 
ratified the die is cast so far as the 
three republican parties are concern- 
ed. That Dr. Marx in many respects 
is not the most formidable candidate 
at the disposal of the Weimar parties 
is plainly reflected in the scruples en- 
tertained by prominent democratic 
leaders, who do not attempt to con- 
eeal their disgust at the manner in 
which their party was forced in to be- 
coming a partner in the pact nego- 
tiated betweeu the socialists and cen- 
trists. 

The democratic party, however, 
found its way to the right barricaded 
by the intransigeance of the Jarres 
supporters and in its isolated position 
finally had to ally itself with the two 
other parties of the Weimar bloc.
